
TOLUCA’S HYDE PARK STAKES. 

A delightful day, and a card of six races, in- 
^eluding the contest for the Hyde Park Stakes. 
E attracted a large crowd to Washington Park, 
p The track had dried out and was in splendid 
condition. For the stake event— worth $2,600 to 
lihe winner, three-quarters of a mile, for 2-year- 
olds, five pounds below the scale — W. Overton, 
the crack colt of the west, carried an eight- 
pound penalty and King Barleycorn a three- 
pound penalty. The other starters were at 
weight for age, Mr. Johnson, in receipt of a five- 
pound allowance, having been scratched, as was 
also Holland and Cathedral. Jolly Roger, car- 
rying 111 pounds, had on July 9 won at 
three-quarters of a mile, then beating the 
.grand filly Spirituelle, in 1 :14i, but the 
bookmakers laughed at his chance. W. Overton 
opened at 4 to 5, but advanced in price to 6 to 5, 
"while 1 to 2 a place was to be had, Pepper’s 
pair were held at 4 to 1, at which figure also 
started Toluca, while Formero, a colt for which 
$10,000 has been refused, went to the post at 10 
to 1. The activity in the betting ring was 
marked, the public taking kindly to the idea of 
scotching the distance for 2-year-olds. After 
breakaways, at which no hors.e ran far 
enough to differ his chances, they were off with 
Toluca flying in the lead, indeed, from the 
bleaching boards a murmer arose, “Toluca has 
beaten the flag by two lengths.” Hildreth’s 
filly, never in trouble, won without being once 
headed. Kentucky Colonel and King Barley- 
corn ran in the second and third positions the 
first quarter, then the latter dropped back 
beaten, W. Overton, always fourth, taking his 
place. Jolly Roger had stuck closely to W. 
Overton, and when the favorite moved up turn- 
ing into the stretch, Donohue’s colt was there 
too, and the pair soon outraced the star of 
Pepper’s string. Formero, last up the back 
stretch, had never been in the hunt, so W. Over- 
ton and Jolly Roger had the race for place to 
* thems elves, the latter winning in a hard drive. 

With Croesus scratched the form players “lit 
onto” Pinar del Rio as a cinch in the first race, 
Frank Latterman alone betting $800. Johnny 
Williams took the lead, but on the back stretch 
shot his bolt, Sidonian goiDg to the front, Pinar 
del Rio second, Yuba Dam third. So to the 
homestretch, where Clawson on the favorite’s 
ribs beat a tattoo to no purpose; aod Sidonian 
looked certain to win when at the last eighth 
Conley got Yuba Dam up on the rail and won 
the race handily, Sidonian having to hurry 
along to beat Winslow for the place. Mr. Bar- 
rett’s horse was last by lengths three-quarters 
of a mile from home, but ran fast the balance 
of the way. 

Supposed to be a match between St. Callatine 
and Mary Black the second race furnished a 
surprise as Sam Hildreth’s stake filly was never 
better than third, although heavily backed at 1 
to 2. There were six breakaways caused by 
Cyclone II and Lady Ellerslie, and this state of 
affairs dismayed the backers of Mary Black, 
■whose sole fear had been that she would not go 
the distance. Lady Ellerslie, off in front to a 
good start, was quickly outrun by Mary Black, 
the Wishard filly getting three lengths of day- 
light to the good in the first three-eighths. As 
St atine and Lady Ellerslie closed to with- 
in one open length on the far turn the cry was 
heard “They will get her today,” but Clawson 
work as he might, could get no nearer the flying 
wonder. Barrett, however, on Licalzi’s pride, 
L worked gradually to the leader and a furlongt 
- from the wire seemed to have her beaten but 
whereas Barrett was humping for all he was 
worth, the diminutive J. Reiff on Mary Black 
sat still and his mount won the race on her 
courage. A great cheer ascended when Mary 
Black’s number went up. 



Dr. Sheppard one day last spring at Roby 
beat Candleblack and knocked down the track 
record. So his performance yesterday fitted 
the form players. Dr. Sheppard led nearly all 
the way with Candleblack second and A1 Fresco 
third, and so they finished. 

The beauty of playing form was well illus- 
trated in the fifth race when Jinks, a 10 to 1 
shot, galloped to the favorite, Sevens, on the 
upper turn, “ran her eye out” and won as she 
pleased with her jockey looking around. Jinks 
on Derby Day beat Onomastus, who in turn 
beat Kentucky Colonel. Although the younger 
Schorr had given out that Cathedral would not 
run one, two, three, the lowering of the colt’s 
price from 4 to 2 to 1 would indicate that Brewer 
Schorr had “backed up the brewery and un- 
loaded,” as a way to express it. Cathedral was 
third into the straight, but there cried “Take 
it,” and at once Sevens acquiesced, the finish 
for place being a hot one, Survivor succeeding 
in beating Holland. 

Libertine led to the last eighth, iD the last 
race, where Charley Christy, always second, 
picked him up and made him stop, winning with 
Burns sitting still. Joe Clark was third, after 
trailing up the back stretch. 

Twenty-one bookmakers drew in, I. Duck- 
worth and Mr. Martin quitting the game. The 
“cut in” was for two days, leaving Saturday, 
the final day, for a grand “cut in” on account 
of the Wheeler Handicap. 

Since Riley Grannan and Charley Quinn left 
for New York city, the surface of the betting 
ring has been placidity itself, as against the 
days when these big fish chased the little ones 
into the shoals, and there caught and devoured 
them. 

Edward Corrigan’s brothers, Patrick and 
Bernard, arrived in town, and visited the 
Hawthorne track. 

It is understood that neither George Rose nor 
Barney Schreiber will be interested in the Haw- 
thorne venture so loDg as there is opposition at 
Harlem. These men, however, still hold the 
lease of the Hawthorne track. 

J. A. Vetter is the owner of Jolly Roger. 

That Gen. W. H. Jackson intends to keep up 
the quality of his stock, witness the recent pur- 
chase of the following brood mares by his order 
through the agency of W. I. Cherry: Florence 
E, by Reform— Emily Fuller; Sunshine, by Re- 
form— Madge; Treasure Trove, by Hindoo— 
Roselle. Price paid T. W. Coulter for the trio. 
$3,500. Of the same owner he had previously 
bought California. Suisun, by Strathmore — 
Beatrice, was also added to the harem at Belle 
Meade, she being bought of Eugene Lei^h. 

“Here’s a good luck story.” laughed Eugene 
Leigh. “One of my men sent to ascertain the 
odds against my (Pepper’s) pair in the Hyde 
Park Stakes, returned, saying, ‘It’s 5 to 1 
against the stable straight and even money 
against Kentucky Colonel to show.’ So I sent 
an order to Maxey Blumenthal to put on $500 
each way, for it looked to me as if ‘Kentucky 
Colonel to show’ w^s ‘money from home.’ 
Pretty soon out came Maxey’s commissioner, 
and said he, stammering and all out of breath, 
‘Say, Gene, there ain’t no 5 to 1 straight nor 
there ain’t no even money Colonel Clark’s 
namesake for to show. It’s only three’s and 
a half to win and only one’s to two’s to peep. 
Therefore, I rushed him back and counter- 
manded my order. Good luck! I should say 
so; but there’s more of it. I had a commission 
from the ‘guineas’ (stable boys) that amounted 
to $212. They are always ‘on’ the minute they 
give me the money. So, instead of losing $1,000, 
I quit $212 winner. Come, let’s all hit the red 
tap.’ r 

The six and a quarter distance (from chute) 
has been dubbed by Secretary Howard “The 



Woodlawn Course.” The Chicago author of 
“Lakeside Musings” once remarked: “Wood- 
lawn is so named because there is not a stick of 
timber nor a blade of grass in the vicinity” Ac- 
cording to this view “The Woodlawn Course” is 
an appropriate name. Chris Smith said : “It is 
named from yonder woodshed.” 



SHEEPSHEAD BAY STATISTICS. 

At the June meeting of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club, which closed July 4, eighty races 
were decided. Of the winners, Tod Sloan rode 
twenty-six, nearly four times as many as any 
other jockey. Those ranking next are Murphy, 
seven, and Doggett, Maher and Taral six each. 

The get of Sir Dixon won more races than any 
other sire, his produce winning eight races. 
The winners by Sir Dixon are Ahom, Diminu- 
tive, Alpen, Jack Point, Sir Hubert, Maceo; all 
two-year-olds save the last, who is a four-year- 
old. Hanover’s get came next with seven races 
to their credit. Those who gained brackets are 
Half Time, Miriam Claire, Sanders, Hamburg, 
Handball, Ben Holladay. 

The most successful trainer was W T m. Lake- 
land, who sent eight winners to the post, T. 
Welsh was second with seven, and the late 
Hardy Campbell third, with six.

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Arthur Duffy, the well-known turfman, who 
was ruled off at Latonia on the statements of 
Jockey Aker that he tried to persuade him to 
ride with an electric saddle, will apply for rein- 
statement at the next meeting of the Turf Con- 
gress. Duffy has recovered from the illness 
which prevented him from appearing before the 
Latonia judges in his own behalf, and he has 
strong evidence to prove that he was guiltless 
of any wrongdoing or attempts to get Aker to 
use an electric saddle. Duffy is entitled to a 
hearing, and his story does not put Aker in a 
very enviable light. — Cincinnati Commercial- 
Tribune. 

Judge L. P. Tarlton was much impressed by 
what he saw at Washington Park recently, and 
interviewed in Cincinnati, said: “The game at 
Washington Park is simply magnificent. Of 
course there is the usual hue and cry about 
crooked races, but in the main the sport is very 
clean and inviting. The betting ring is alive 
with money. I was standing near George 
Rose’s book one day last week and noticed a 
tremendous line facing the cashier. I asked 
Rose if he lost heavily on the race, and 
he said: ‘No, I won $300, but I handled $7,000 
on the race.’ Ed Austin, Marcus Cartwright 
and Riley Grannan all handle big money on 
each race, and the fur flies when the heavy bet- 
tors get together.” 



MR. CORRIGAN’S STATEMENT. 

The following from Mr. Edward Corrigan so 
clearly sets forth his position that comment is 
unnecessary. 

Chicago, III., July 21, 1898. 
Editor Daily Racing Form : 

I find in almost every issue of the Chicago 
papers some reference to a race track war that 
I am accused of precipitating and, in justice to 
myself, I wish to make the following statement : 

I have no desire or intention of bringing on a 
war of any sort whatever. My home is in Chi- 
cago, where I have lived ten years, and where I 
expect to reside for the rest of my natural life. 
I am a part owner in a valuable racetrack prop- 
erty here — the Hawthorne track — on which we 
pay taxes to the amount of $4,000 annually. This 
track has for several seasons been idle, and no 
attempt to run it has been made by us, though 
other tracks in this immediate vicinity have 
been allowed to run unmolested by the author- 
ities. 

Early in the spring we announced our inten- 
tion of giving a race meeting at Hawthorne 
immediately following the one now drawing to 
a close at Washington Park, and this intention 
on our part was given the widest publicity 

On my return from California we again men- 
tioned our intention and this was announced 
prior to the announcement of a second meeting 
at Harlem. 

Harlem has already raced twenty-six days, 
Washington Park twenty-five, and now because 
we wish to give a race meeting on dates already 
claimed by us early in the year I am accused of 
instigating a race track war. Mr. Condon 
claims that he offered to divide dates, and per- 
haps he did, that is, he wished to take all of the 
inside of the cocoanut and giye me the husks. 
I naturally declined to deal with him 

That is the situation in a nutshell so far as I 
am concerned, and I leave the general public to 
decide as to who is right in the matter. 

In regard to the statement attributed to me 
in a morning paper, to the effect that I had 
secured the promise of five votes in the Cicero 
Town Board, I wish to deny the same in toto, 
as I have never met with but one of the mem- 
bers, and that was on the street and by acci- 
dent, when he assured me, of his own accord, 
that he was in hopes to see racing resumed at 
Hawthorne, as it would give employment to a 
large number of persons who needed it.

WHAT HAS BECOME OF HER?

Rumor saith that she wagers large amounts of 
money. If this be so only her commissioner can 
say. There have been times when one of the 
official pool boys has brought into the betting 
ring several hundred dollar notes. No man 
would send his money by such agents, as the
